A  MEDAL  TELLS  STORY  OF  RUSSIAN  COAL 
MINING  HISTORY  FROM  W.W.II  ERA.

Many  years  before  1  began  collecting  coal  company  scrip  my  main 
collecting  interest  was  military  medals  of  W.W.II.  I  collected  orders  and 
medals  beginning  in  the  late  1940’s  from  the  U.  S.,  Germany,  Japan, 
Italy  and  Britain.  As  a  child,  I  found  the  “trappings”  of  war  most 
interesting  as  the  returning  GIs  brought  souvenirs  of  every  types  from 
the  great  W.W.II.  I  had  three  uncles  and  a  first  cousin  who  brought 
back  everything  from  guns,  daggers,  flags  and  war  medals  and  gave 
“little  Billy  Clark”  enough  war  booty  to  inspire  a  life  long  interest  in 
collecting. 

As  I  grew  to  manhood,  I  strove  to  collect  orders  and  medals  from 
every  major  allied  power.  However,  the  items  from  our  former  ally  the 
Soviet  Union  eluded  me  due  to  the  restrictions  set  forth  by  the  Soviet 
Government  that  forbid  exporting  any  military  decorations  with  the 
exception  of  those  awarded  to  foreign  citizens.  Add  the  hostility  to  the 
restrictions  that  existed  between  the  East  and  West  during  the  “Cold 
War”  and  the  possibility  of  adding  Soviet  decoration  to  my  collection 
became  a  mute  reality. 

In  1991,  when  the  Soviet  Union  officially  dissolved,  I  had  been 
collecting  coal  company  scrip  as  a  full  time  interest.  My  military  orders 
and  medal  collection  was  sold  in  the  early  1970’s.  Gradually  I  seen  the 
once  impossible  to  obtain  orders  and  medals  of  Soviet  Russia  emerge  on 
the  collecting  market.  My  interest  in  obtaining  orders  and  medals  of  the 
Soviet  Union  was  once  again  revived.  I  began  to  add  reference  material 
to  my  library  and  in  early  1998, 1  started  collecting  the  Soviet  orders  and 
medals  in  earnest  alone  within  my  coal  company  scrip.  I  even  got  my 
Scriptor  friend,  Mark  Ballard  interested  and  our  mutual  interest  made 
possible  this  story. 

Mark  collects  U.  M.  W.  A.  and  other  labor  union  items,  coal  company 
scrip  from  Illinois,  and  mining  lamps  from  around  the  world.  I  attended 
a  recent  Ohio  Valley  Military  Society  meeting  in  Ft.  Mitchell,  Ky.  this
